Calgary, Aug. 28..—Details of what 
appears to have been a most brutal 
und ingeniously concealed murder 
have just reached the Calgary mounted 
police, who have been in corresponda- 
ence with the authorities in Missouri 
ever since information came from the 
Regina headquarters, that a man 
named Jasper Collins had made a con- 
fession implicating himself to a jus- 
tice of the peace at Braymer, Missouri. 
The full details of the arrest and con- 
feasion of Collins and the charge of 
murder which had been lodged against 
him have just been received by In- 
spector Worsley, who will leave short- 
ly for Kingston, Missouri, where Col- 
ling is in prison, to bring him to Cal- 
gary for trial on the murder charge. 

Filed Claim in Alberta. 

The confession of Collins concerns 
the death of John P. Benson, former 
attorney of Braymer, Missouri, with 
whom Collins came to Alberta in Au- 
gust, 1912. Near Cereal, Benson filed 
his claim and built a shack, and Col- 
lins lived with him, intending later 
to take up adjoining Jand. On May 2, 
19138, one week after their houke was 
built, Collings walked into the house 
of a neighboring homesteader ond suid 
that a gasoline explosion had destruoy- 
ed the house tn which he and Benson 
were living and burned Benson to 
death.

Elgin, Scotland, Aug, 28-—The Brit- 
ish prime minister was the object of 
an attack this afternoon in which 
chivalry kept him from adequately 
defending himself. While he was 
golfing with his daughter on the 
Lossiemouth links, two stalwart suf- 
fragettes, who had quietly come up 
to the green, sprang at_him sudden- 
ly. They knocked off his hat, grab- 
bed him by the clothing, and dragged 
him some distance over the ground. 

Catled Him a Scoundrel, 

The prime minister bore his rough 
treatment complaceatiy and refrain- 
ed from using force to make them 
desist, while they imparted to him 
their opinion that he was a scoundrel 
and a past master in the arts of An- 
anias. Miss Asquith, who was a little 
distance off when the suffragettes 
pounced on her father, ran to his as- 
sisiance and proceeded to apply mili- 
tant methods to the militants. The 
battle waged for only a few moments 
when two detectives rushed up, and 
with difficulty released Mr. Asquith 
from the clutches of the suffragettes. 
The detectives took the women to the 
club lodge, where, after listening to 
various opinions of themselves, hard- 
ly less complimentary than those they 
had expressed to the premier, they 
were placed in a motor car and driven 
to the Elgin police station to the acd 
companiment of much booing and 
hissing and repeated cries of “Let us 
get at them; we will duck them in 
the sea." 

At the station the women refused 
to give their names or address, Mr. 
Asquith resumed play after the suf- 
fragettes had been hauled off, und 
was loudly cheered when he reached 
the last green,

(rapper, G. L, Deéschanbeault, just in 
from Fort Simpson, one of the moet

of the northland in many years, and 
one that is of world-wide interest, in 
view of the publicity the explorer 
Stefansson received in connection 
with the finding of the blonde Eski- 
mos, was told yesterday to a Bulletin 
reporter. Deschanboault speaks no 
English, but through an interpreter 
he told of his findings of this strango 
race of people in the far north and 
of how he later communicated the 
story of his discovery to GStefanason. 
who was in the north at that time and 
Joinel camp with Deachanbeauit. 

Strange Tales of New Tribe. 

Some two and a half. years ago 
Deschanbeault, who makes his head- 
quarters at Fort Simpson, about a 
thousand miles due north of Edmon- 
ton, left on a hunting expedition, ac. 
companied by Joseph and William 
fludson, The little party pressed far 
| into the unexplored regions of the 
| most distant north, meeting with con- 
' 


siderable success in their quest for the 

j rich furs which abound throughout 
the district. Several months of con- 
; tinuous travel ensued, during whic 
they govered many hundreds of miles 
pee absolutely ‘unexplored territory in 
the country lying between Fort Simp- 
son and Greater Bear Lake. Finally, 
the party encamped on the Copper 
Mine river, some seven hundred miles 
north of Fort Simpson. While in 
camp the Eskimo interpreter inform- 
ed Doschanbnault that wtrange. mories 
were being told amongst his compan- 
ions of another tribe of “huskies,” 
who, although they resembled the or- 
dinary Eskimos in their habits, had 
the pale faces of the white man. Ac- 
cording to the ®skiino guide, this 
new tribe had never been seen even 
by the Eskimos themselves, although 
a legend had been handed down from 
father to son that such a tribe did 
exist on the barren shores of the Arc- 
tic ocean. The tribe, said the “hus- 
ky” guide, had come farther south 
than usual that summer, owing to a 
lack of food in the far north. 


Came Upon Encampment. 

Fired by curiomty, Desebhanbeauit 
decided to follow the Copper Mine 
river to its juncture with the Great 
Bear iake. 
of the Great lake, the Mttle party 
came upon the encampment of the 
strange, new tribe. The Eskimos were 
dressed after the customary fashion 
of natives of the north, but instead 
of being squat of stature and dark of 
countenance the Hakimos were much 
blonder than is the usual white man 
after he has spent several years un- 
der the blistering sun and biting 
frosts of the north country. Another 
the men of the 


dinary Eskimo, the average height he- 
ing about five feet ten. 

After centuries of intercoure with 
the white man the ordinary Eskimo 
has come to adapt many of the hab- 
its of civilization. He uses the most 
up-to-date repeating riflea, which he 
obtains for the furs which he ¢aptures 
during the winter. But these blonde 
Eskimos hed only the primitive bow 
and arrows and household imple- 
ments which were in use all over tho 
econtinen' before the coming: of the 
Hhudson’s Bay company. 

Did Not Understand Language. 

“Phe fact that the blonde Wek' nos 
had never come in contact with even 
the other natives of the near-by coun- 
try Was evidenced by the fact thai 
our interpreter had the utmost diffi- 
culty in making them understand 
anything at all,-and. we were quite 
unable to obtain anything like a com- 
prehensive agcount of their history 
or their folk lores’ seid Mr. Deschun- 
beautlt,

Gorged Themesctves on Fish. 

When Deschanbeautt ond his com. 
panions came upon the encampment 
in the late summer of 1911) they 
found the Eskimos in a state of high 
gies. A record cateh of fish had just 
beeh made, and, after having gorged 
themselves, largely on uncooked flesh, 
the natives were proceeding to dry 
the catch and preserve it for winter 
use, The fish were roughly cleaned 
with sharp bone knives, and dried by 
moans of sun and smoke, 

“The ordinary Eskimo tribes have 
in most cases adopted the teepee of 
the Indian for summer use, but the 
blonde Eskimos, however, did not ap- 
pear to have sufficient intelligcooce 
to make use of the natural opportuni 
ties of the country They lived in 
ekin tents, but while skins were abun- 
dant it never appeared to have struck 
them that they could make (he tents 
“ot a sufficient height to enable them 
to live in them in comfort, The tee- 
pees were formed after the tashion 
of the igiow or ice hut which the 
Eskimo oses in winter, and were so 
jow that a man had to crawl into 
them on his hands and knees, and it 
was impossible in remain in anything 
hut a crouching or Iving position 

Three Hundred tn All. 

He estimated that there were about 
three hundred members of the tribe, 
including men, women and children, 
but he learned that there were seyv- 
eral much larger tribes living on the 
shores of the Arctic ocean, The na- 
tives, however, had only the vaguest 
notions of distances, and no accurate 
location of the 
be gained from them 

Deschanbeault and party had been 
camped with the new-found tribe for 
thout three weeks, and bad obtained 
a large quantity of valuable furs from 
them before Stefansson and iis ex- 
pedition arrived on the scene.
